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THE TOWN-GOWN FROW 


It is unfortunate that the traditional town-gown feud exists 
to some degree near almost every large college or university. We 
feel that this nvatual dislike between those on the campus and 
those who live and work around it has always been at a minimum 


in the Stanford area. 

Certainly the residents of Menlo Park and Palo Alto benefit 
in many ways from the proximity of the university, and the uni- 
versity, for its part, benefits from the existence of these pleasant 
communities at its border. 

But the seeds of hard feeling are always, present, and 
there is danger now. 

It is easy to understand how a community of working adults | 
can, unthinkingly, start muttering to itself about “that bunch of 
yich young whippersnappers over there.” 

Menlo Park and Palo Alto never have been so foolish as’ to 
take up that Kind of an attitude. Nor have Stanford students gen- 
erally taken the attitude that the surrounding communities were 
composed of “a band of money-grubbing ‘dull fellows, ready to 
cheat any student they can.” 

There has never been any general outbreak of that type of 
stupidity in this area, and we hope there never will be. 

But it is in human nature to resent something bigger and 
richer than yourself, and that resentment always is present among 
those who own businesses in this area and feel the university 
to be a Jarge, impersonal organization with millions of dollars that 
would not care whether they lived or died. 


The Cost of Education 

We know, of course, that Stanford, for all its millions, is in a 
financial bind. If the entire cost of a college education today had 
to be paid by the student, no one could afford it. The tuition 
rates would soar so high that Stanford would find itself priced out 
of existence: 

To keep the tuition in line with reason, Stanford must rely on 
income from its endowment and on gifts from alumni and friends. 

But that still is not enough, and it is in an effort to solve this 
crisis that the university is now planning the lease development 
of much of its land. 

How that land is developed will materially affect the com- 
munities around the campus, and it is here that we fear the start: 
of town-gown illwill. 

Announcement of the tremendous commercial development 
proposed between Palo Alto Hospital and San Francisquito creek 
set many a head to shaking and many a tongue to muttering. 
Many felt the effects of the development on Menlo Park and Palo 
Alto had not been considered and would not be. 

Last week Stanford Business Manager Alf Brandin, speak- 
ing before the Menlo Park city council, publicly assured that 
body that the university is aware of the common interests 
that bind it to its neighbors and of the need for cooperation. 

We were glad to hear him say that. Perhaps his words will 
help to quiet the fears: of those who thought they would not be 
considered. ; 

Perhaps we can look forward to a careful development of the 
Stanford lands that will embrace the entire area in the scope of 
its planning. Perhaps we can even expect a look at the “final” 
plan and a chance to discuss its effect before it is all signed, sealed 
and delivered as a package. 

We hope something of the sort can be worked out. It would 
help maintain the spirit of good will that has always marked town- 
gown relationships in this area.

The Veferans* Guid 
Vet's Dependents 
Have Special 
Benefits Due 


Recent amendments to the feder- 
al ‘social security law have special 
application to benefits for minor 
children and other dependents of 
deceased veterans with military ser~ 


Granger, veterans service officer of 
Gan Mateo county, says. 

The new legislation extends so- 
cial security credits to cover serv- 
ice in the armed forces after the 
end of World War TI. It allows 
service at any time from Sept. 16, 
1940 to Dec. 31, 1953 to count in a 
serviceman’s credit toward social 
seourity benefits, Granger points 
cut, 

Until the new law was passed, he 
said, service in World War IT count- 
ed. for social security credits, but 
post-War II service did not. 

The change is important to.sur- 
vivors of deceased servicemen and 
veterans, the Service Officer ex- 
plained, because the extended cov- 
erage niay now provide sufficient 
credits for social security benefits 
which would not have been payable 
under the earlier law. 

For example, Granger said, sur- 
viving minor children of a service- 
man. or veteran would now be eli-
